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Continuation of 3. The proposed amendment presents new issues requiring further consideration or search and will not be entered. The 
proposed amendment to claims 1, 7, 8 add the limitation wherein the fragments of the polypeptides comprise at least 10 amino acids, 
while claim 4 adds the limitation wherein the polynucleotide comprises greater than 15 nucleotides. These limitations were not examined 
previously, and are thus new issues and would require further consideration and a new search. In addition, the proposed amendment 
adds claims 20 and 21 that include the limitations wherein the polypeptide is localized to heart tissue. These limitations were not 
examined previously, and are thus new issues and would require further consideration and a new search. 

Continuation of 1 1. Applicant's arguments are directed to the new claim limitations, which were not entered. Additionally, Applicant 
argues that the Examiner did not make a prima facie showing that the claimed invention lacks a patentable utility. However, the nucleic 
acid and encoded protein lacks an asserted specific and substantial utility because while the Specification asserts that the polynucleotide 
sequences are valuable tools for tissue expression studies (page 15, lines 23-35), and that such studies allow the determination of 
expression patterns of the instant polynucleotides, the Specification does not disclose information regarding the nexus between ICSR-1 
expression or function and a pathological condition, thus this asserted utility is neither specific nor substantial. 
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
